Based in Topeka, Kansas, the West- 
boro Baptist Church is a homophobic, 
anti-Semitic hate group, founded by Fred 
Phelps, a civil rights attorney turned "pas- 
tor." Phelps's children and grandchildren 
constitute the majority of the WBC. 
The organization held its first public 
service in 1955. The group is infamous for 
picketing at prominent institutions across 
the nation. 

Although the Westboro Baptist 
Church considers itself an "Old School 
Baptist Church following Calvinist prin- 
ciples," it has no official affiliation with any 
Baptist organizations. 

According to Shirley Phelps-Roper, 
an active member of the Westboro Bap- 
tist Church, the group’s mission is to 
spread "God’s hate." With their infamous 
slogan, "God Hates Fags," the WBC con- 
demns America for straying from God's 
"principles" and its acceptance of homo- 
sexuality. The organization asserts that 
homosexuality is the cause of every tragedy

ciation. What many of them 
may not know, however, is 
that the BLSA is an organi- 
zation run by alumni who 
have financially supported 
our school throughout the 
years. The library, com- 
puter lab, Seevak room, 
transportation for athletes 
and fine arts programs are 
among a few of the school’s 
privileges that are funded 
by the BLSA. 

Founded in 1844, the 
BLSAss mission is “to pre- 
serve and support the mis-

The Westboro Baptist Church 
also expresses their hatred for other 
religious groups such as the Roman 
Catholic Church and Islam, describ- 
ing these other faiths as "Satanic 
frauds preaching Armenian lies." 
The WBC strongly believes that 
any religious group that does not 
condemn homosexuality is sending 
its members to Hell. 

Notorious for its provocative 
posters and extremely offensive 
messages, the group has thrived 
on receiving violent responses. At 
one of their protests in Seaford, 
Delaware in 2006, five people faced 
criminal charges after attempting 
to assault WBC members who 7 
were standing behind police lines. | 

To help fund their costly travel | 
expenses (approximately 200,000 
dollars a year), the WBC collects fees | 
given to them by the Civil Rights 


Attorney's Fees Award Act of 1976, 


which guarantees them compensa- 
tion for unlawful disruption of their

received news that the WBC 
would be protesting outside of 
its building on Monday, June 7, 
the administration scheduled 
a meeting to discuss the issue 
and arrive at an appropri- 
ate response. Ultimately, the 
general consensus among 
those present was to hold a 
silent demonstration on the 
morning of the event. 
Students and faculty 
agreed to dress in white t-shirts 
and jeans on the day of the 
WBC protest. On the Friday 
prior to the scheduled protest, 
students gathered in the din- 
ing hall to decorate the white 
shirts with positive messages. 
Brochures were also handed 
out during the homeroom 
= period, to give students back- 
= ground information. 
Over eight hundred 
____ students attended the silent 
“5855 protest in spite of the fact that

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New Arizona Immigration Law

One of the toughest immigration 
crackdown bills in American history was 
signed into law on Friday, April 23 by 
Arizona governor Jan Brewer. Senate Bill 
1070 faced no opposition in the Senate 
except for Republican senator Carolyn 
Allen. The bill was passed in an urgent 
attempt to secure the Mexico-Arizona 
border and curb the number of illegal 
aliens in Arizona-- a number that has been 
growing exponentially every 
year according to the Pew 
Hispanic estimates. 

Article 8 section B 
of the Bill states that “for 
any lawful contact made by 
a law enforcement official 
or agency of this state or a 
county, city, town or other 
political subdivision of this 
state where reasonable sus- 
picion exists that the person 
is an alien who is unlawfully 
present in the United States, 
a reasonable attempt shall 
be made, when practicable, 
to determine the immigra- 
tion status of the person. 
The person’s immigration 
status shall be verified with 
the federal government...” 

The bill will allow any 
law enforcement officer

The Tuesday after the bill was signed 
into law, nine Arizona college students, 
christened the “Capitol 9,” were arrested 
and taken to the Maricopa County Jail 
after chaining themselves to the doors 
of the Old Capitol Building in Phoenix. 
One of the protestors said, “The risk was 
worth it. I’d rather go through this than 
get stopped with a relative or a loved one 
in my car and have that be illegal.” Oth- 
ers labeled the young activists as “short- 
sighted” and “foolish.”

The bill held a relatively high ap- 
proval rating with 48% of those sur 
veyed by the non-partisan Quinnipiac 
University Poll saying that they want an 
immigration law like the one in Arizona. 
Still, the Canyon state immediately came 
under fire, with many people and cities 
expressing their disapproval via protests 


Cities in Massachusetts, California 
and Ohio have taken even more drastic 
measures to voice their disapproval. The 
Los Angeles County voted to allocate 
the estimated 122 million dollars spent in 
Arizona elsewhere. The City of Boston has 
decided to pull the plug on its one million 
dollar investment in the Arizona-based 
company Nfocus. 

Felix Arroyo, a member of the 
Boston City Council, states that Boston, 
“as a city, does not believe in racial profil-

nation’s borders. The Justice Depart- 
ment is considering legal action against 
the law. 

Organizations like the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the National Day 
Laborer Organizing Network, the Na- 
tional Immigration Law Center and the 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People forged a coalition 
and filed a lawsuit in hopes of stopping the 
bill from taking effect in July.

City of Boston Fails to Evaluate

According to a report by the Massa- 
chusetts Business Alliance for Education, 
half of Boston’s teachers have not received 
an evaluation in the last two years, the 
required frequency for teacher evaluations 
in Boston Public Schools. A quarter of Bos- 
ton’s 135 schools have not completed any 
evaluations within these two years. 

According to CommonWealth Mag- 
azine, 97% of all teachers evaluated from 
2003 to 2008 were all rated satisfactory, 
without one single teacher noted as be- 
ing unsatisfactory at more than half of 
Boston’s schools, even though 15 of those 
schools with supposedly satisfactory teach- 
ers were flagged as chronically underper- 
forming. Also, by some estimates, about 
15% of teachers in a large urban district 
lack the expertise, classroom skills and 
temperament to be effective educators. 
Carlos Rojas (III) finds this “alarming 
because teachers are an important aspect 
of education.” 

These statistics are not reflected 
in the city’s dismal public school reputa- 
tion. 

These multiple obstacles are stand- 
ing in the way of Boston achieving an 
honorable public school system reputation. 
Because of this, Superintendent Carol R. 
Johnson, the School Committee and the 
Boston Teachers Union are making all ef- 
forts to revamp the evaluation process for 
the city’s teachers. It is important to note 


that the city can only do this because of the 
Education Reform Law. This law allows the 
Superintendent to improve failing schools 
by removing unsatisfactory staff members 
and therefore creating top-performing 
schools that the city of Boston deserves. 
A new aspect considered in revising the 
teacher evaluation system is the input of 
those who are with them everyday: the 
students. BPS, however, acknowledges 
the sense of revenge that some students 
may have towards certain teachers, and 
so, this may not be incorporated into the 
new evaluation process. Another aspect 
definitely taken into account is the aca- 
demic achievement of certain students in 
their class. The logic behind this is that 
students’ performance on assessments is 
reflective upon the teacher’s skills. 
Hopefully, with these newly revised 
evaluation, termination procedures and 
forms, the Boston Public Schools will be 
able to “be used to the extent it should 
be,” according to Mr. Flynn and reward 
better performing teachers with higher 
pay, while weeding out the unsatisfactory 
ones. Perhaps, we will be able to see this 
happen at Boston Latin School, where, 
despite the school’s respectable history 
and reputation, there are some weaker 
links in the teaching staff. According to 
Ms. Moran, however, BLS is in good hands 
because “Mrs. Mooney Teta has been very 
conscientous that all administrators com- 
plete their evaluations...so that everybody 
shares ideas and development towards 
constant learning and growth, focusing on 


the shared goal to continue strenthening 
the classroom experience.” 

If you want to see for yourself 
whether or not the evaluation process for 
teachers is too long 
or confusing, Google 
search “Boston 
Teacher Performance 
Form,” and click on 
the first entry. 

Critics believe 
that this neglect of 
routine evaluations 
takes away power- 
ful opportunities for 
the city to improve 
teacher quality and 
teaching strategies, 
which could raise stu- 
dents’ test scores and 
better the reputation 
of the city and its 
schools. 

The core rea- 
son as to why so few 
teacher evaluations 
have been submitted 
is not merely because 
of a lack of will in 
administrators to fill 
out the forms, but be- 
cause of several cited

ing taken against the state, Jan Brewer 
said, “We'll meet you in court. I have a 
pretty good record of winning in court.” 
Governor Brewer believes that the law 
represents another tool for the state to 
use, as it works to solve a crisis that the 
federal government has refused to fix. 

Arizona state Senator and author of 
Senate Bill 1070 Russell Pearce defends 
the measure, citing unchecked crime, in- 
cluding the recent killing of a local rancher 
by a suspected illegal immigrant. “When 
do we stand up for Americans and Amer 
ica? Enough is enough,” says the senator. 
“Arizona has become ground zero. We’re 
number two in the world in kidnapping... 
We're not taking it anymore. We’re going 
to enforce our laws, with compassion.” 

While opponents of Senate Bill 1070 
have been protesting across the country, 
its advocates have cried out in support. 
The parents of Jamiel Shaw, a football 
player recruited by both Stanford and 
Rutgers, believe that their son was killed 
by Pedro Espinoza, an alleged member of 
the 18th Street gang and illegal immigrant. 
The grief-stricken father of Shaw asks, 
“You guys are boycotting? You’re boycot- 
ting what? Why don’t you boycott murder? 
Why don’t you boycott illegal aliens com- 
ing to our country killing our kids?” 

Thousands of Americans made their 
way to Arizona on June 1 for a four day 
“Freedom March Across America” rallying 
in support of the stringent immigration 
law. The event culminated in Phoenix on 
June 5. 

Looming over Arizona, however, 
are the financial problems that could be 
brought about by the boycotts and the 
lawsuits against the state. An Arizona city 
official says Phoenix could potentially lose 
about 90 million dollars over the next five 
years due to boycotts and an anticipated 
drop in tourism. Critics warn that millions 
more could be lost through lawsuit fees. 
Congressman Raul Grijalva warns that if 
the state follows through with the law, the 
costs could be very high.

in a classroom setting multiple times, all at 
once. The feat is almost impossible, with 
about 5000 teachers to be evaluated and a 
limited number of administrators to fill out 
these forms in so little time. 
Before long, a snowball ef- 
fect takes place; the pile of 
uncompleted forms grow. 
Second, the school depart- 
ment found the evaluation 
process and procedure to 
be too lengthy and con- 
fusing, taking up to “four 
to five hours writing each 
one...a very time consum- 
ing process,” according to a 
current Department Head 
at BLS. This makes evalu- 
ators prone to mistakes, 
thus submitting unreliable 
information. As a result, 
underperforming teachers 
will remain unnoticed in 
the school system for years. 
Even if a principal or admin- 
istrator followed each step 
zin the termination process 
awithout error, existing rules 
estill create a barrier and 
&make it difficult to remove

As many are well aware, a recent 
media leak of Apple’s next generation 
iPhone has set the media ablaze with 
wild rumors of its new features. It is said 
that the speculated iPhone “4G” will be 
officially announced sometime this sum- 
mer, but Gizmodo, a technology weblog 
about consumer electronics, recently got 
its hands on a genuine model of an early 
design. How in the world did Apple lose 
one of its prototypes and how did the 
phone end up with Gizmodo? 

It all started with Gray Powell, an 
Apple software engineer. Several months 
ago, he was celebrating his birthday at a 
bar in Redwood City, California. He car- 
ried an iPhone 4G with him, disguised in 
an iPhone 3GS case. Later that night, he 
left the bar, leaving the device lying on the 
table. The person sitting next to Powell 
ended up with the phone and after asking 
around, was not able to find its owner. He 
finally went home with the intention of 
returning it the next day. Powell undoubt- 
edly realized at some point that he had 
lost something priceless and potentially 
dangerous for Apple. By the next morn- 
ing, the person who picked up the phone 
confirmed that it was dead. This “feature” 
has also been confirmed to be a part of

After publishing pictures and videos 
of the iPhone on the Gizmodo website, 
Briam Lam, the editorial director, re- 
ceived numerous calls and was even sent 
a letter from Apple which “constitutes 
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a formal request” that he “return the 
device to Apple.” Several days later, as 
part of an ongoing investigation, the 
police obtained a warrant and raided the 
house of Jason Chen, an editor-reporter 
for Gizmodo since the blog’s conception. 
The Rapid Enforcement Allied Com- 
puter Team (R.E.A.C.T.) took away his 
hard drives, computers, cell phone and 
camera. Some have argued that the raid 
violated California’s shield law, which 
gives journalists immunity from giving 
away their sources. Others have retorted 
that Chen is not a journalist, but merely 
a blogger. There have even been rumors 
of filing criminal charges against Giz- 
modo, since California law prohibits the 
“sale of stolen goods,” and states that, 
“a person who uses someone else’s lost 
property without permission may be 
guilty of theft.” The 5,000 dollar purchase 
could turn this scenario from a product 
leakage into a legal battle between Giz- 
modo and Apple. 

Despite all the controversy sur- 
rounding Gizmodo’s acquisition, there 
is little doubt that the device came 
from Apple industries (as many internal 
components were marked with the Apple 
logo), and it is almost certain that the 
device was used as a blueprint for the 
final 4G product, which will be arriving 
soon. 


Iron Man: Fact or Fiction?

We have all heard of “The Suit.” In 
2008, audiences witnessed the awesome- 
ness of this fictional armor in Iron Man, 
a film based on the popular Marvel comic 
of the same name. This powered exoskel- 
eton is essentially a walking tank; it has an 
arsenal of both conventional and futuristic 
weapons, is bulletproof, and is shiny. It 
also has a reactor the size of a grapefruit 
that pumps out enough juice to allow the 
wearer to defeat villains for long periods 
of time without ever needing a recharge. 
Now with the film’s sequel, Iron Man 2, 
comes an even more outrageous display of 
technology. How can we tell what is real, 
and what is fantasy? 

Powered exoskeletons are not anew 
concept in fiction. Robert A. Heinlein’s 
1959 novel, Starship Troopers, describes 
human soldiers wearing armored suits 
battling hordes of giant bugs. The popu- 
lar video game franchise Halo revolves 
around superhuman Spartan soldiers 
who are fitted with armor that greatly 
enhances their strength. In the 2009 film, 
Avatar, humans wage war against the Na’vi 
with mechanized infantry units. Modern 
Kevlar body armor can stop multiple 
rifle rounds, similar to how Iron Man 
can walk into a hail of bullets and emerge 
unscathed. Across the world, exoskeletons 
are in development for the purpose of 
both aiding soldiers on the battlefield 
and civilians with disabilities. In Japan, 


you can now rent a pair of robotic legs 
for 2,200 dollars, but how far are we from 
developing a suit of flying armor? 

There are some major obstacles 
in the way of designing robotic suits. In 
Iron Man, there is a scene where a flying 
Tony Stark surpasses the speed of sound 
on his way to engage a gang of terrorists 
in Afghanistan. The engines of an aircraft, 
(like the F-22 fighter jets that attack Stark 


weigh at least 2,000 pounds. Moreover, 
finding an energy source with enough 
output to power the mechanics and elec- 
tronics of a robotic suit, and one that is 
light enough to carry on your back (or 
inside your chest), is currently impossible. 
The movie describes an “arc reactor” 
similar in concept to a nuclear reactor. 
Unfortunately, carrying enriched uranium 
everywhere you go will either kill you with

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chemical lasers proposed to be mounted 
on C-130 carrier planes, can burn holes in 
trucks from five miles away. In one scene, 
Iron Man confronts a tank, blowing it up 
with a single rocket launched from his 
wrist. Surprisingly, there are ammunition 
rounds small enough to be launched from 
a hand held gun that can penetrate tank 
armor. Depleted uranium was commonly 
used in the Persian Gulf War and was 


ie We very effective at neutralizing tanks 
fs ¢ with only a few rounds by igniting 
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the ammunition inside the tanks. 
Wrist-mounted flamethrowers, as 
seen in the beginning of Iron Man 
when Stark torches the enemy 
camp, are possible as well. 

In conclusion, do not expect 
to see a red and gold armored 
superhero anytime soon. We are 
more likely to have something 
similar to War Machine as por 
trayed in Iron Man 2—a tank with

Facebook has not always been 
a burning public relations disaster on 
wheels, blasting sensitive information 
with a loudspeaker.

Killing the Spill

The oil spill from British Petro- 
leum’s (BP) Deepwater Horizon oil rig in 
the Gulf of Mexico is one of the worst in 
the history of the United States. While 
workers were drilling a new well on April 
20, an explosion occurred, killing 11 
people and injuring 17 of the 126 workers 
aboard the rig. Soon after the explosion, 
an additional three oil leaks were discov- 
ered. The oil has been leaking from these 
three major places, at a rate of more than 
19,000 barrels (798,000 gallons) a day. 

There have been many attempts at 
stopping the oil from leaking. The small- 
est of the three leaks has already been 
capped and sealed off. The other two 
leaks are located on the drilling tube and 
the blowout preventer, which is a pres- 
sure release valve for oil on the drilling 
head. As an initial strategy, a four-story, 
150-ton containment dome was lowered 
onto the leak on the blowout preventer. 
The effort failed, however, when it filled 
with ice created by a mix of gas and wa- 
ter. A smaller containment dome called 
a “top hat” was proposed, but the plan 
was suspended to make room for other 
measures. The current plan by BP calls 
for inserting a tube with a stopper into 
a drill tube. The oil would then be fun- 
neled into a surface ship. There are more 
measures planned as well. These include 
filling the well with pieces of junk (which 
would clog the pipe) or cutting off the old 
pipe and installing a new one connected 
to the surface. On April 25, preparations 
began for a “top kill,” where heavy mud 
would be pumped into the blowout pre- 
venter, and the pipe would be sealed with 
cement. On May 29, this attempt failed 
because the mud could not stop the leak. 
Engineers are now trying once again to 
find new methods to resolve this problem. 
BP is drilling relief wells into the original 
to block the leaks. Although many of the 
proposed solutions have worked in other 
cases, they have never been tested at a 
mile underwater, which is the depth at 
which this oil leak is occurring. 


Another concern is the impact of 
the oil on the environment of the Gulf 
Coast states: Texas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama and Florida. There is a 
lot of oil washing up onto the coasts and 
the fragile marshlands of these states. 
The CEO of BP, Tony Hayward, had 
previously stated that the environmental 
impact of the oil spill would be “mod- 
est.” On Friday, however, his outlook 
on the spill became an “environmental 
catastrophe.” The disaster is already twice 
as bad as the Exxon Valdez spill in 1989. 
Since it is the nesting season for many 
species of birds who live in this region, 
it is currently a very inopportune time 
for an oil spill. Sea turtles, dolphins and 
sharks are also in danger if they come 
in contact with the oil. These spills are 
essentially like asphalt: they do not 
evaporate easily, they are hard to rinse 
off and cannot be broken down by bac- 
teria. The Coast Guard has set off several 
controlled burns in an attempt to reduce 
the oil, and BP is spraying dispersants 
in order to scatter the oil. Although it is 
unknown whether these dispersants are 
toxic, BP has still been using thousands 
of gallons. BP is being criticized and 
urged to switch their dispersants, since 
they can potentially kill plankton and 
other organisms at the bottom levels of 
the food chain, causing a disruption at 
higher levels. 

Marshes are among the ecosys- 
tems that have been hardest hit. They 
are extremely fragile, and since they 
are also stagnant, the oil is kept there 
indefinitely. It has already killed off 
numerous fish and other wildlife in the 
region. One way to prevent more oil 
from washing onto the marshes is to 
build sandbars around the vulnerable 
regions. People in the affected areas are 
encouraging BP and the Army Corps of 
Engineers to begin building these sand- 
bars. It does not matter at what point in 
time this oil leak might be plugged. The 
spill has become the worst in American 
history, and much damage has already 
been done. For now, we can only hope 
for the best.

The Westboro Baptist Church is a 
“religious group” that has been preaching 
hate ever since 1955.

This has raised concerns that 
the numerous South Korean and Ameri- 
can troops stationed along the Korean 
Demilitarized Zone, a heavily fortified 
area that divides the Korean countries 
from one another, could be North Korea’s 
next targets. 

North Korea has certainly captured 
the global spotlight since the collapse 
of the Soviet Union and the end of the 
Cold War. It is one of the few remaining 
communist countries and is controlled by 
a single man, Kim Jong-Il. North Korea 
not only has a public dress code, but Kim 
Jong-Il’s birthday is also celebrated as 
a national holiday. This is clearly an ex- 
ample of utter madness, as the people of 
North Korea have no reason to celebrate 
the rule of this tyrant. Under his regime 
many famines have plagued rural com- 
munities, resulting in the death of twelve 
percent of the North Korean population 
between 1995 and 1998 alone. In 2009, 
two American journalists were wrong- 
fully convicted of illegally setting foot in 
North Korea. They were detained at a 
labor camp for five months until they were 

released with the aid of President Bill 
Clinton. 

Furthermore, North Korea has 
violated various laws and treaties concern- 
ing their relationship with South Korea.

If they did prepare 
an invasion to occupy their democratic 
counterparts, however, the United States 
would be increasingly pressured to aid 
their South Korean allies. The only thing 
standing between what would be a Persian 
Gulf-like battle and another Vietnam 
campaign is if China holds communism 
above their diplomatic relations with 
the United States. I hope that no na- 
tion would prioritize politics over world 
peace, and I consider a confrontation with 
China highly unlikely. As radical as it is, 
though, North Korea is still a threat to

For the past forty odd days, the 
United States has been a damsel in distress 
due to the largest environmental fiasco in 
our history.

National security is one of the most important issues 
facing our nation today, and border control is essential to our 
nation’s safety. When I read about Arizona’s controversial 
immigration bill, I was overjoyed with Arizona’s decision to 
strengthen border control by denying illegal immigrants the right 
to remain in the state. Known as SB 1070, the new immigration 
bill requires everyone to carry their legal documentation 
with them and allows police and law enforcement agencies to 
interrogate people suspected of being in the country illegally. I 
applaud the efforts of Arizona’s governor, Jan Brewer, in ensuring 
that the bill is signed into effect. Although this bill shows that 
Governor Brewer is striving for a change in national security, the 
federal government has been criticizing the bill and her. 

I am frustrated with the federal government for not 
adequately doing its job. After all, it is the federal government’s 
responsibility to provide border security—something they have 
failed to do, as is evident by the many illegal immigrants who 
cross the border daily. Brewer passed this immigration bill out 
of Arizona’s need to protect its citizens. This bill would not 
only flush out those, who are living in the state illegally, but 
also discourage illegal immigration by punishing illegal aliens 
with harsh sentences. Rather than being praised for taking 
a bold step to protect its citizens, Arizona is currently being 
condemned by not only the Mexican government, but also by 
the federal government and various city councils across the 
country. Honestly, would they rather that Arizona completely 
ignores the issue? This bill is just an example of Arizona taking 
the initiative to fix a significant problem. Additionally, President 
Calderon of Mexico has no right to criticize Arizona for refusing 
illegal immigrants. Instead, he should be attempting to figure 
out why people are fleeing his country and work on fixing that 
problem. 

The argument from the left is that this law is unconstitutional 
because it requires people to show their documentation if they 
are suspected of being here illegally. According to them, this is 
something that promotes “racial profiling” and will turn Arizona into 
a “police state.” First of all, the only way that a person’s citizenship 
can be questioned is if he or she has committed a criminal offense, 
such as robbery or running a red light. Why can’t Arizona prohibit 
illegal immigrants from coming here if they are causing trouble? 
They are taking jobs away from Americans who badly need them, 
especially now that the American unemployment rate is roughly 
twice as high as the Mexican unemployment rate (10% to 5%). As 
for racial profiling, it is explicitly banned in the bill itself. Police 
cannot stop people on the street for just being Hispanic; there must 
be a legal reason for the police to do so. Therefore, the argument 
of the new bill being discriminatory is simply unfounded. 

It is also shameful that city councils across the country 
(including that of Boston) are planning boycotts of Arizona on 
account of this law. Who are we to say what Arizona is doing is 
wrong without understanding its very dire situation? Not only is 
illegal immigration a major issue in Arizona, there is also a deadly 
drug war spilling over the border and now claiming the lives of 
Arizona residents caught in the crossfire. How about instead of 
immediately boycotting Arizona, we actually read the bill, try 
to learn about why the state passed the law and then decide on 
the best course of action? 

If President Obama doesn’t like this law, then he should 
tell Congress to send more troops to the border and come up with 
ways to discourage illegal immigrants from coming over here, 
such as cutting them off from publicly-funded institutions like 
schools, penalizing corporations for hiring them and increasing 
background checks on all green card and work permit applicants. 
Instead, Washington is afraid to act because it isn’t politically 
safe. Then they are bothered when a state tries to do their job 
for them. Congress, if you do not want bills like this to be passed 
in other states, then do your job, secure the border and fix this 
mess now! 


The new immigration law in Arizona is a frightening 
example of what happens when you mix xenophobia with 
a broken federal immigration system. Senate Bill 1070, as 
the law is officially known, allows local police officers to 
determine whether or not people are in the country legally. This 
responsibility was previously delegated to federal law enforcement 
officials. The law is vaguely worded, giving police officers the 
power to ask any passerby for documentation proving their lawful 
residence in the United States, as long as there is “reasonable 
suspicion.” 

These two little words, “reasonable suspicion,” are 
themselves reasonably suspicious enough. They are ambiguous 
in nature and encourage racial profiling. To be realistic, what 
steadfast criteria does a police officer have for “reasonable 
suspicion?” SB 1070’s proponents may argue that there is similar 
terminology in existing laws which gives police officers the 
power to pull over anyone they suspect of being drunk—and 

if police officials can do that on account of “reasonable 
suspicion,” why can’t they detain someone who could be an illegal 
immigrant? The only difference between these scenarios is that 
there is no way of determining whether someone is illegal or 

not without checking that person’s records. Citizenship status 
and “legality,” or the lack thereof, cannot be determined based 
on scientific or even behavioral evidence, such as blood alcohol 
levels or poor driving. This fact begets the question, “What does 
an illegal immigrant look like?” The prevailing belief is that illegal 
immigrants are Latino, or even more broadly, non-whites. But is this 
not outrageous? Who would not find it humiliating to be arrested 
because of his or her ethnicity? The reality is that no police official 
is going to arrest a white person under suspicion of being illegal. 
Inevitably, Latinos and other minorities will become the targets of 
this legislation, whether or not they are illegal immigrants, or even 
immigrants. The brazen Senate Bill 1070 inadvertently victimizes 
certain people of certain races, human beings who merely seek what 
should be an inalienable right of all immigrants—the capacity to 
become a citizen in the first place! 

Immigration policy and enforcement have always 
been federal responsibilities. One goes to the United States 
of America, not the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to 
apply to become a resident of this nation. Similarly, the federal 
government enforces immigration policy through U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection and its uniformed branch the Border 
Patrol. Federal law, however, is very confusing in places, and in 
others, utterly nonsensical and archaic. “What happened 
at the Constitutional Convention?” and “The House of 
Representatives has how many voting members?” for example, 
are two questions on the test used by the U.S. Citizenship 
and Immigration Services to determine applicants’ eligibility 
for naturalization. What intrinsic truths do these questions 
about Eurocentric American history and federal legal infrastructure 
reveal about a person’s moral caliber or patriotic character? Aside 
from unfair testing, immigrants also often experience frustration 
dealing with the amount of time and money it takes to attain 
citizenship. Many also struggle with the language barrier. 

Arizona’s new law sets a dangerous new precedent of states 
controlling immigration policy and enforcement. The law is not even 
beneficial to Arizona, as it frightens away the immigrant population. 
Many immigrants, illegal and legal, are up in arms over this 
outrageous legislation. This will not benefit the marketplace, because 
this demographic accounts for 29 billion dollars of Arizona’s 
economy. The way to relieve America of its “immigration 
issue” is not by indiscriminately punishing those who are and 
are perceived to be illegal immigrants, people who are frequently 
handicapped by English illiteracy and poverty. The solution 
to this issue is to address the root of the problem: the broken 
immigration system. SB 1070 may be noble in intention, but 
in application it is destructive to both American citizens and 
American immigrants, legal or not.

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Dress Code Readdressed

A few weeks ago, rumors began swirl- 
ing around the school ofa possible change in 
the dress code. Mr. Flynn recently confirmed 
that the dress code currently in the student 
handbook will be modified to include the 
following paragraph next year: 

“Students must be covered 
from the shoulders to four inches 
above the knees. For example, 
tank tops, short skirts and short 
shorts are unacceptable; visible 
underwear and spaghetti strap 
garments are also unaccept- 
able.” 

The problem with the pro- 
posed dress code is that some 
of its clauses are absurd. It is 
reasonable to forbid visible 
underwear. It is not reasonable 
to ban spaghetti strap garments 
or tank tops. It only makes sense 
for clothing to be forbidden 
by the school if it disrupts the 
educational process by being

garments, though these clothes are also sug- 
gestive. If anything would distract students 
from their studies, it would be this type of 
apparel, not tank tops or spaghetti straps. 
The bottom line is that if a student wishes 
to dress provocatively next year, he or she 
will still be able to do so while adhering to 
the dress code. Students will not even have 
to dress very differently, as tight clothes 
and low-cut shirts are 
already prevalent in the 
school. 

The new dress 
code’s length require- 
ment for shorts and 
skirts is also illogical. 
First, the requirement 
itself is problematic. It 
is measured from knee 
gup, not from the crotch 
“down. This means that 
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Zone will have to cov- 
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ser depends on one’s 
sheight. Tall students 
shave longer legs and 
therefore, will have to 
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overly suggestive. However, spaghetti strap 
garments show off only the shoulders, which 
is, frankly, not a suggestive body part. Tank 
tops are even more conservative, as they 
only expose arms. Neither show excessive 
skin and therefore should not be banned— 
unlike, say, actually questionable attire 
that the new policy curiously neglects to 
mention. 

Next year, students will still be able 
to wear extremely revealing low-cut shirts, 
as long as they have sleeves. Likewise, the 
dress code does not mention form-fitting 
dresses, leggings as pants or any other tight 


wear longer shorts. Additionally, the length 
requirement for shorts and skirts are the 
same although shorts are not synonymous 
with skirts when it comes to length accept- 
ability. A certain length may be inappropri- 
ate for skirts but still be appropriate for 
shorts. After all, you can still bend over in 
shorts six or seven inches above the knee 
but not in skirts that length. 

The administration also does not take 
into account convenience and comfort. In 
the winter, the new policy is of no conse- 
quence. In the summer, however, only T- 
shirts and long-sleeved shirts will be accept- 


able. This not only curtails clothing choices 
but will be uncomfortable in a school that 
has no air-conditioning in most of its class- 
rooms. It is especially impractical during 
declamation, as many female students 
prefer declaiming in dresses. I certainly do. 
But there are very few dresses with tops that 
resemble T-shirts. I suppose that students 
could wear a light sweater over the dress, 
but how can one stand a sweater in the 
sweltering heat? 

On top of everything, students will 
have to buy a new wardrobe that adheres 
to the dress code — perhaps a wardrobe 
separate from their personal wardrobe. 
This will cost money and effort, especially 
as some clothing that follows the dress 
code are difficult to find. For example, it 
is difficult to purchase shorts that are four 
inches or less above the knee, flattering, 
and not capris. It will be even more dif- 
ficult for students who are tall, as they will 
require longer shorts to meet the length 
requirement. 

I can understand why the administra- 
tion wishes to change the dress code. The 
current one is vague and does not blatantly 
forbid current fashion trends which are 
not acceptable for school. The specific 
clauses of the new dress code, however, 
have too many unreasonable limitations 
and too many omissions. As such, I do 
not share the administration’s optimism 
about the new dress code. Even if most 
students follow the dress code, the students 
will not be more focused on their work 
or respectably dressed, as the administration 
claims. The dress code will simply create 
sweaty, disgruntled students, and a handful 
of them will be dressed just as provocatively 
as they were before.

alike. So when Clinton was elected, 
Congress immediately tried to push 
through a federal law like the existing 
policy, which stated that being gay and 
being in the military didn’t mix. They 
made sure they got this bill passed before 
Clinton could try and propose the repeal 
of the policy he had promised during the 
election. DADT came out of that struggle 
as a supposed compromise between the 
two groups. You could now be gay and 
be in the military... as long as you never 
tell anyone your true sexual identity. You 
couldn’t show people who you really were. 
Since its inception, DADT has caused the 
dismissal of over 13,500 LGBT soldiers 
since 1993 and cost tax-payers (also known 
as your parents) over 200 million dollars in 
finding replacement soldiers. The military 


leviate our financial lamentations. People 
argue that the law would protect LGBT 
soldiers from harassment because no one 
would know who was gay or not. This is 
misleading because now, when a gay sol- 
dier is harassed because of their sexual 
orientation, they have no basis for filing 
a complaint, because it means they would 
have to “tell.” Others said that if LGBT 
soldiers served openly, it would create a 
negative impact on troop morale, cohe- 
sion, good order and military readiness. 
This argument has been disproved by the 
military itself, which has released studies 
showing that none of their attitudes are 
in no way affected by gays and lesbians 
serving in the military. 

But now, DADT is poised to be 


bill is the discussion 
regarding how the public feels towards 
it. Most polls estimate that at least 75% 
of Americans do not support DADT. It’s 
nice to see that our ideals as a country 
have improved as the years continue. 
Let’s hope that the Senate takes 
Americans’ attitudes into consideration 
when it votes on the bill this summer. If 
the bill passes in the Senate, it would mean 
the US military could finally recoup the 
loss of 800 critical service-members, such 
as doctors, nurses and linguists neces- 
sary for the current conflicts in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. It would mean that finally, 
after 17 years, 65,000 soldiers could serve 
with openness, and that the military could 
recognize the service of over a million gay 
soldiers with the respect they deserve.

To all those who have thought 
something like that in the past, here is the 
truth: they may not choose to include one 
of your pieces, but you have nothing to 
lose. If you aren’t sure what type of poem 
you should submit, Mr. Mulhern, a faculty 
advisor to The Register, reminds us that, 
“the editorial board looks for poetry that is 
meaningful.” But what is meaningful? Mr. 
Mulhern observes that students tend to 
write about love, loss, sacrifice and disillu- 
sionment with the world. He adds, “There 
are a lot of very talented young poets in 
these hallways, and I strongly encourage 
anyone with an interest in poetry to get 
involved with The Register.” 

Perhaps you are attracted to the idea 
of reading your poetry out loud for an au- 
dience. If so, you should consider joining 
Spoken Word, the new student-run group 
in which students write together, share 


ideas and meet in workshops to improve 
their skills. They also prepare for Spoken 
Word shows, where the students perform 
their original poetry for an audience. 
Co-president Elle Gomes-Almeida (IID 
explains, “What I like about Spoken Word 
is the ability to write anything, express my 
emotions freely, and not be judged for the 
content of my poetry.” 

“You should definitely try it out,” 
member Justin Singletary (IID adds. “Being 
in the environment helped me evolve.” 

Finally, if you are interested in per- 
forming the work of others, you should 
check out Poetry Out Loud. POL is a na- 
tionwide competition in which high school 
students perform two of over six hundred 
pre-selected poems. Students compete 
first in their school, then in their state and 
ultimately in the National Finals in Wash- 
ington, D.C. Each state winner receives 
200 dollars and an all-expenses-paid trip to 
D.C., where students can win up to 20,000 
dollars. Many students from BLS have been 
successful in POL. Most recently, Michelle 
Principi (D, who was a finalist at states, 
received an official citation from the State 
Senate of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. As Ms. Moran, administrator of 
POL at BLS, explains, “BLS students are 
naturals for Poetry Out Loud. With their 
experience in declamation, BLS students 
know how to interpret, memorize and 
deliver a text clearly and expressively. So, 
in terms of competitive readiness, our 
students are well situated to shine.” 

As you can see, BLS is a happening 
place for poets and poetry lovers.

Lost Finale

In 2004, roughly 70 survivors of 
Oceanic Flight 815, traveling from Syd- 
ney to Los Angeles, found themselves 
Lost on an apparently deserted island. 
Six seasons later in the hit show Lost, 
the survivors are still trying to get off 
the island in the finale, aptly titled 
“The End.” 

In a ‘surprise’ twist that turns 
out to be a big shock to exactly no 
one, Jack, the show’s main charac- 
ter, has become protector of the 
light that represents all the goodness 
in the world. If snuffed out, it would 
allow evil to take over the world. Jack 
and Smokey, who is the source of all evil 
and wears the face of Jack’s old rival, 
Locke, are trapped in a surprisingly 
peaceful conflict. This rivalry comes to 
an end, however, when Jack succeeds in 
killing Smokey with the help of Des- 
mond, another character, who creates 
a diversion by turning the light off. 
Unfortunately, once the light is off, Jack 
must sacrifice himself to turn it back 
on. With this sacrificial act, Hurley be- 
comes the new protector, and the rest of 
the survivors make it off the island. 

Meanwhile, the finale jumps to 
and from an alternate universe, where 
the alternate Desmond has “memories” 
of the island and is running around 
trying to “wake up” the other Losties. 
Some are woken up to be reunited with 
their loved ones, and others are able 
to come to terms with the issues they 
encountered while on the island. Once 
awakened, they all make their way to the 


same pan-religious temple. We discover 
that the alternate universe was actually 
purgatory, where they were waiting to 
all be reunited in order to move on to 
the afterlife. Since time does not exist 
in this purgatory, they all lived their lives 
on The Island of the alternate universe 
until the time when they were all ready 
to move on together. 

Lost left us with many poignant 
moments, amazing episodes and memo- 
rable characters. Sawyer’s nicknames, 
Michael yelling “Waaaaaaaaaaaalt!” into 
the jungle and that one refrain from 
Driveshaft’s “You All Everybody,” which 
was literally only the words “you all 
everybody” — these are the things that 
will stay with us, not whatever mixed 
feelings we had about the finale. Lost 
has its own special place in American 
television, because it was so different 
from anything ever seen before. 

Lost was given that rare privilege, 
usually reserved for shows such as 
Battlestar Galactica, of getting to end 
the show on its own terms, rather than 
getting canceled between seasons or told 
mid-season that it had run its course. 
This gave the writers a chance to wrap 
it up in a way they thought best, even 
if many fans did not agree. It took me 
a few re-watches, but I have come to 
like the finale. It returns to what, at its 
core, kept viewers coming back to Lost 
— the mysteries and the characters. 
While the amount of leftover loose 
ends is still frustrating, I think it would 
have been worse if everything had been 
neatly tied up. Lost has always defied 
expectations, and we would not have it 
any other way.

Alton Brown went to the New 
England Culinary Institute, not with the 
intent of becoming a chef, but of having a 
cooking show. He wanted to make cooking 
shows better. Instead of the hourlong lec- 
tures delivered over food that these shows 
had become, Alton envisioned a show that 
was not only funny, but explained the sci- 
ence behind cooking as well. He said that 
he wanted a program that was Monty 
Python, Bill Nye the Science Guy and 
Julia Child rolled into one, and the result 
was his hit show Good Eats. With Alton 
Brown as an example, other chefs with 
cooking shows looked to be funny as well 
as informational. This allowed cooking to 
be more of a spectacle than a mundane 
learning experience. After Alton Brown’s 
successful show, Food Network went on 
a mission to revolutionize their network 
and make all shows just as entertaining 
and informative. No one, however, knew 
that food would become a sport. 

Japan was the first place to make 
food a sport. Out of Japan’s love for odd 
game shows, there came a show that 
pitted one man’s culinary genius against 


another’s: Iron Chef. A blatant breach of 
the average cooking show, Iron Chef has 
no educational value whatsoever, featuring 
two world-class chefs battling each other 
for the title of Iron Chef. This title is only 
received after having one hour to cook 
five courses, all of which incorporate that 
episode’s secret ingredient. The reason 
for this show’s appeal is getting to see the 
stress and skill that comes with cooking 
under extreme pressure. We see the chefs 
running across the “arena” to grab their 
ingredients, sweat pouring down their 
faces, while the panel of judges critiques 
them, similar to Olympic gymnastics. 
With this show’s descent on America, 
a wave of non-educational food shows 
quickly followed suit. 

Other networks saw that Americans 
love food and they love reality television, 
so they made the wise decision to com- 
bine both genres into a wondrous hybrid.

Kobe Bryant Vs. Lebron James

Kobe Bryant is the best player in the National Basketball 
Association and has been for many years now. Recently, there 
has been speculation that LeBron James is a better basketball 
player. This is erroneous. James is a great player, but his success 
and skill are still under Bryant’s. 

Many say that players are measured by their number of 
championships. Bryant has four rings with a chance for a fifth 
while LeBron, even after being the favorite to win this season, 
still has no championships. Some people say that Bryant would 
not have won three of his championships without Shaquille 
O’Neal; I would like to ask those same people when was the 
last time a championship was won without a dominant big man. 
Nevertheless, if you take away those three championships, Bryant 
still has one while James still has zero. 

One of Bryant’s aspects in which he will always have an ad- 
vantage over James is his toughness. In this year’s playoffs, James 
was suffering from a bruised elbow, an injury that caused him to 
lose the ability to overpower players to the rim. His level of play 
severely declined and he seemed to mentally withdraw halfway 
through the series, proving that he was not able to overcome 
this adversity. Bryant, meanwhile, has had a broken finger for 
most of the season, which still has not completely healed. He is 
also burdened by a high ankle sprain, an injury which never heals 
completely. Kobe has never made an excuse for these injuries and 
has played with them all the way to the NBA Finals. 

Most attribute Bryant’s success to the teams for which he 
has played. There is no getting around that he has had a great 
supporting cast for the most part of his career. Lebron’s Cleve- 
land Cavaliers are not too far behind. With all-stars such as Moe 
Williams and Antwan Jamison, the Cavs was the favorite to win 
the NBA Championships. That goal was not accomplished, giving 
Bryant another chance to widen the gap between LeBron and 
himself and closing the gap between Michael Jordan and himself. 
This is because Bryant understands how to lead his teams and 
take charge when needed. 

Looking closely at basketball skills, James is still defeated. 
Bryant is a better shooter, a better ball handler, a better defender, 
a better passer (though the triangle offense does not allow for 
high assist numbers) and is arguably the most clutch player ever. 
The only aspects of the game for which James has the advantage 
are things that have to do with athletic ability. LeBron is unargu- 
ably the best athlete in the NBA and is a freak of nature. He is 
6 feet 8 inches with a 7 foot wingspan and the ability to “jump 
out of the gym”. This gives him an advantage in things such as 
rebounds, blocks and the ability to get to the basket. If you are 
starting a franchise you might take James (I would take Kevin 
Durant). If your wish is to win the current best basketball player 
in the world then it is Kobe “The Black Mamba” Bryant. 

Bryant’s toughness was best shown when he was faced 
with legal troubles. During the 2003-2004 playoffs, Bryant had 
to miss some time to be in Colorado court for his sexual assault 
trial. He had been in Colorado for two days and arrived at the 
Staples Center two hours before the start of game four in the 
Western Conference Semifinals. Not fazed by all of these dis- 
tractions, Bryant scored 42 points in the game leading the Los 
Angeles Lakers to victory. 


LeBron James is not only the center of the basketball 
world, but also the entire world of sports. This is a title formerly 
held by Kobe Bryant. Kobe Bryant and LeBron James traveled 
parallel paths to sports stardom; they both were highly publi- 
cized high school players. Every National Basketball Association 
manager eagerly wanted the two players, intending to shape their 
teams’ futures around the phenoms. They were both selected 
number one in the NBA draft and went to teams in different 
situations. This is where their paths differ. 

Kobe Bryant, right from the start, was on a playoff caliber 
team. After three years as a reserve, he was 21 and had a team 
with great expectations. In his fourth year, he won the NBA title 
with teammates Shaquille O’Neal and Derek Fisher, and after 
that season, he won two more titles. LeBron had to try and win 
with a mediocre starting lineup and with no one on the bench 
to help out. LeBron had a chance in 2007, when he made it to 
the championship series, but lost in four straight games against 
San Antonio. 

It took Kobe years to truly be a starter after only starting 
57 games in three years, while LeBron started all 79 games that 
he played in the year after coming out of high school. LeBron, 
throughout his first six years in the NBA, has averaged 27.8 
points compared to Kobe’s 19.5 points in his first six seasons 
as a Laker. Kobe’s career average in points is 27.5, which is on 
par with LeBron’s point average, but LeBron’s seven rebounds 
and assists per game in his career are far superior to Kobe’s 4.7 
assists and 5.3 rebounds per game. LeBron also beats Kobe in 
playoff statistics with 29 points, 8 rebounds and 7 assists per 
game as opposed to Kobe’s 25 points, 5 rebounds and 5 assists 
per game. 

People may argue that Kobe is better because he has 
four championships compared to zero for LeBron, but Kobe 
also has had more talented players to rely on. When you think 
of all the big shots that the Lakers have made in the playoffs, 
think of players like Robert Horry, Derek Fisher and Shaquille 
O’Neal. Kobe has definitely made big shots in the playoffs, but 
so has LeBron; it all comes down to the supporting cast, which 
LeBron doesn’t have. 

Looking at statistics, the ring-less King has yet another 
edge over Kobe. In the playoffs, LeBron shoots a higher percent- 
age from the field with 46% over Kobe’s 44%. The difference 
is deceiving, given the fact that both of them are the centers 
of offense, and 2% could be literally hundreds of shots. LeBron 
also leads Kobe in scoring, blocks, assists and rebounds in the 
playoffs. 

LeBron is six feet and eight inches tall and weighs 250 
pounds, which is the height of a center in basketball as well 
as the weight of a football player. He can run a 4.4 second 
forty-meter dash, which would put many track stars to shame. 
He sees the court just as well as a point guard; he blocks 
shots and rebounds as well as a center, has one of the best 
shots out of all shooting guards and can post up a player and 
score on them. He can play all positions on the court and still be un- 
selfish with the ball, giving it up for others to score. Kobe is one of the 
best to have ever played in the NBA, but when all is said and done, 
LeBron James will be the best to have ever played the game.

After embarrassing the established 
veteran Juan Manuel “The Peepee-Man” 
Marquez with a dominating performance 
in their 12-round bout on September 19, 
2009, Floyd “Money” Mayweather was 
almost immediately challenged by an 
adversary of greater size and almost equal 
speed, “Sugar” Shane Mosley.

Caught in the line of fire by a 
boxer one step away from establishing his 
legacy, Mayweather saw the challenge and 
accepted it under one condition: Olym- 
pic Drug Testing, a process that involves 
blood-drawing and urine samples.

Mosley 
was more than willing to abide by the 
condition, for they both share a dream of 
a steroid-free sport that is already more 
than corrupted by greed and ego. 

As the training camps came to a 
grueling end, the anticipation of the 
fighters was surely complimented by 
“WHO RU PICKING?,” the HBO 
Pay-Per-View title. On one hand was 
the quintessential new-age boxer, Floyd 
“Money” Mayweather. On the other hand 
was a former champion of three different 
weight classes, hungry to make his legacy 
known to the world, “Sugar” Shane Mos- 
ley. Even with a record of 40-0, experts 
were skeptical of Mayweather’s ability 
to handle an opponent who is not only 
physically bigger than he, but an oppo- 
nent of swift speed as well. Experts can 
say whatever they want, but it is clearly 
evident that the monotonous droning of 
statistics and predictions is nowhere close 
to as passionate as the fighters’ pre-bout 
words during media week.

This 
fight was different, and the action came 
straight out at the start, as Mosley built 
his offense off his devastating right hand. 
Mosley kept this strategy up through the 
first two rounds and even made the all- 
evasive Mayweather buckle after landing 
a destructive right hand. Mayweather 
buckled so low, you would have thought 
he was Michael DeSalvo doing the “stanky 
leg”. But Floyd Mayweather does not 
call himself the best for no reason. He 
backed off, regained his composure and 
stayed persistent with his effective coun- 
ter punching, as the much older Mosley 
grew tired in the later rounds.

The most storied rivalry in 
sports comes to life again this season as 
the underdog Boston Celtics try to finish 
their postseason run against the defending 
champion Los Angeles Lakers.
